The spring term began, April 28, ’84, under the instruction of 
Miss Carrie E. Gee, and continued 7 weeks. The whole number 
of different pupils attending two or more weeks was 19; the 
average daily attendance, 17. The number in reading, 19; spell- 
ing,19; penmanship, 19; arithmetic, 19; geography, 14; gram- 
mar, 7; and algebra l. The number of public examinations in 
which parents and citizens have attended, 1. The marks of de- 
portment, as found in the register, are excellent, ranging from 
95 to 100 per cent. Those who have not been tardy during the 
term, as indicated in the ‘‘Roll of Honor’, are Clara L, Endicott, 
Georgia A. Huntoon, Josie M. Huntoon, Lizzie M. Paul, Clara 
L. Thurber, Eddie M. Currier, and Albert L. Paul, Carrie L. 
Thurber, Ida M. Endicott. The number of visits by your Supt.

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school was 158. The average length of the school year for each 
district was 15 weeks, and four days, which is less than one-half 
what the town should provide. Number of terms, 19, and num- 
ber of different teachers, 14. Average wages of teachers per 
month including board, $16.62. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The school house in Dist. No. 1 has been repaired on the out- 
side during the past summer at a cost of $256.13; and when com- 
pleted on the inside it will make a good school house. 

The school house in Dist. No. 2is in good condition. The one 
in Dist. No. 3is well furnished with school apparatus. That of 
Dist. No. 4 isin rather a bad condition, and when school began 
this year it contained as apparatus only a black-board three feet 
square. That of Dist. No. 5 is not very pleasantly located. The 
one in Dist. No. 6is nearly new. That of Dist. No. 8 is not in 
very good repair. The one in Dist. No. 9 is in a very bad condi- 
tion; not fit for school purposes. The one in Dist. No. 11 was 
also ornamented with a little black-board four feet by two, which 
was in proportion to the size of the building rather than to the 
number of scholars. A new one has been putin. The one in 
Dist. No. 12 is in rather a bad condition. A new building is 
needed. ) 

Some new apparatus has been furnished the past year, and we 
need much more; for there are no books for reference in the 
schools, and only one is furnished with a dictionary. 


REMARKS. 


It has been the aim and duty of your Supt. to see that each 
schol, wizhou: exception. was provided with a teacher qualified 
to instruct all the scholars, and then to see that each scholar 
began his work in the proper place in the text books, that 
he might make as much progress as possible. Steele’s Physiology 
and a text-book on manners have been adopted in the schools this 
year: but not many scholars found time to study them. The 
se vols as a whole throughout the town have been very successful, 
an 1 the scholars have made good improvements considering the 
shortness of the school year.
